Some uneasiness is reported respecting the 
health of Queen Victoria. 

Thursday the 18th of November has been 
appointed thanksgiving day. 

The marriage of Dr. Wilson of Edmonton 
to Miss Lee of Toronto is announced. 

There hes been further rioting in Belfast, 
and a nuinber of arrests have been made. 

The delegates from the Irish loyal and 
patriotic union will shortly visit Winnipeg. 

Rey, Jas. Woodworth, Brandon, has been 
appointed snperintendent of Methodist mis- 
sions in Manitoba and the North-West. 

Parnell's land bill was yesterday defeated 
by 297 to 202. All the Gladstonians support- 
ed the bill and the conservatives and union- 
ists opposed it. Gladstone made a strong 
speech in its support. 

There are some doubta about the H. B. 
railway scheme. Sutherland's latest telegram 
vas that he was shipping rails on Saturday 
and that work would commence at once, he 
sailing the following day. 

Ata great conservative demonstration in 
London Sir John repudiated the utterances 
of the Mail regarding priestly domination in 
Quebec. The Mail now openly declares for 
Protestantism and prohibition. 

A revolt of Spanish troops in Madrid took 
place on Monday for revolutionary purposes. 
The loyalist garrisons were attacked but 
without success. Finally the revolt was sub- 
dued and the ringleaders condemned to 
death. 

On Saturday the last row in the interna- 
tional championship took place on the 
Thames course between Beech and Gaudaur. 
Beech won by fourlengths in eighteen min- 
utes and fifty-eight seconds. It was a ter 
ribly hard race, Gaudaur being ahead on 
several occasions, 

A cablegram has been received from Lon- 
don saying that the announcement of the 
floating of the Hudson’s Bay scheme was 
premature, Forty miles of the road, how- 
ever, will be built this fall under the local 
railway aid act. The situation, stated briefly, 
is this: Sutherland, president of the com- 
pany, some time ago received binding assur- 
ances from most ample British capitalists 
that they were prepared to provide all the 
money necessary for the completion of the 
entire work, if those locally interested there- 
in gave sufficient earnest to further the 
scheme—that is toconstruct say forty tosixty 
miles. In this emergency the local govern- 
nent was applied to to render assistance. 
This it is authorized to do by an act of the 
legislature upon security of the land granted.

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HALDIMAND. 

THE recent commonselection in Haldimand 
Ont., resulted in the defeat of the govern- 
ment candidate by a majority of 117—against 
126 at the lastelection. This election was in- 
tended as a test of feeling in Ontario as that 
in Chambly was of the feeling in Quebec~ 
both parties accepted it as such and both 
must accept the result. But besides testing 
popular feeling it was also used as a test of 
the new franchise act in controlling the vote. 
The result must be most disappointing to the 
framers of the act. Of 125 Indian votes inade 
by the act, all of which were confidently 
counted by the government, it received a 
majority of only 28. Of five hundred names 
added to the voters’ lists by the new act the 
large majority were supposed to be support- 
ers of the government,and yet the opposition 
majority has not been materially decreased, 
and indeed outside the Indian vote which 
which was cast without party prejudice, has 
been somewhat increased, showing that what 
has been gained by the franchise act has 
been lost in other ways. More conspicuous 
than the failure of the franchise act is that of 
the anti-French cry. All that the papers and 
speakers of the government could doto 
arouse the prejudices of the people of Haldi- 
mand against those of Quebec was done and 
yet fniled. Indeed more than failed. If 
Chambly and Haldimand are to be taken as 
both parties concede they were'to be taken the 
government is defeated on its present line of 
policy, not through the energy or ability of 
the opposite party, but from divisions in its 
own ranks and from its own rottenness. The 
national policy has proved itself a fraud, the 
C, P.R. has bled the country all it can stand, 
colonization schemes have fallen flat, bribery 
outof an empty treasury is becoming daily 
more difficult, the union and progress idea 
has been replaced by the Mail's proposition 
to smash confederation into its original frag- 
ments, and the hope that was reposed in the 
franchise act and the Riel ery is blasted. 
Another session of parliament remains before 
the appeal to the country must be made, and 
if that session is employed in getting rid of 
the barnacles and blood suckers, in undoing 
to some extent the harm that has been done, 
and in outlining anew policy that shall be 
truly national and appeal to the better in- 
stead of the worse side of human nature the 
reins of power may not pass into other hands. 
But the Haldimand and Chambly elections 
show that there must either be a change of 
policy or a change of government. Govern. 
ment by robbery and bribery, oy prejudice 


to make capital out of doing an act of justice. 
They had better not throw away their oppor- 
tunity.

They left Edmonton on June 1st by carts 
taking supplies and outfit for the trip, and 
also a bottom for a puntin which tomake the 
voyage. Atthe Landing they hewed out 
sides for the punt,put them on and got away 
on the 9th. The boat was twenty feet long, 
four feet wide and two feet deep. They 
reached the Grand Rapids in four and a half 
days floating down stream, and remained 
there ten days waiting for the H. B. boat 
crews to come up frei Fort McMurray and 
help them over the rapids. They reached 
McMuray safely in company with the boats 
and then proceeded alone to Chipewyan, ar- 
riving there on July 4th. There thev rigged 
asail on their boat and started alone the 
north shore of the lake. The boat was un- 
manageable under sail and they only used it 
the first day. They followed the shore of the 
the lake to Fort Fond du Lac, reaching there 
on July 29th. From the fort they went ina 
birch canoe which they borrowed forty miles 
further, nearly to the head of the lake, and 
returned, They left Fond du Lac on August 
4th in the H. B. boat bound for Chipewyan, 
leaving their own boat. With a fair wind the 
trip to Chipewyan would have occupied two 
and a half days. but with contrary winds part 
of the time during which the boat was rowed 
seven days were occupied. At Chipewyan 
they bought a birch canoe for thirty skins 
and paddied upstream about fifty miles, af- 
terwards tracking, reaching McMurray in 
eleven days froin Chipewyan. At McMurray 
they got a sinaller canoe from Mr. Cowie in 
charge of the post, and reached the head of 
Grand rapids in nine days,aftermaking many 
portages. They tracked from the head of 
Grand rapids to the Landing in eleven days 

39 days travelling from Fond du Lac. 
Brom the Landing $to the Grand rapids, 
nearly 200 miles, the Athabasca is a wide and 
moderately swift stream, deep enough for 
steamboat navigation in moderately high 
but not in low water. There is only one 
island, and in low water one rapid, called 
Pelican rapid, is noticeable but it is not dif- 
ficult. The La Biche river from Lac la Biche 
and House river at the head of the Grand 
rapids come in on the east side. No import 
ant streams come in on the west side. The 
banks are low along the water's edge but 
rise to agood height at a distance back and 
are well wooded with large spruce, birch and 
poplar, There are no cut banks and no prai- 
rie. The Grand rapids are about half a mile 
in length with a fail of about seventy feet. 
There is a large island in the centre. Boat 
cargoes are portaged on the east bank for 
about a mile aud a quarter and the boats let 
downgwith ropes. Just below the Grand 
rapids is a smaller rapid which the boatsrun. 
Then follows about thirtv miles of good 
water. The banks at the Grand rapids are 
very high and steep, but gradually decrease 
in height towards McMurray. They are stil] 
well timbered. The Moberly, Boiler and 
Boulder rapids are close tovether thirty miles 
below the Grand rapids. Fifteen miles below 
these is the Crooked rapid where the cargoes 
are sometimes  portaged. Then _ fol- 
low the Stoney rapid and the Falls, the latter 
with a drop of about ten feet where half the 
loads are portaged, Finally the Mountain 
Cascade just betore fort McMurray is reached 
closes the list. The distance from Grand 
rapids to McMurray is about eighty miles by 
riverand sixty by land. The Clearwater 
comes in from the east at McMurray, and is 
about 100 yards wide atthe mouth. Heavy 
timber continues along the banks of the Atha 
basea tothe lake. The stream is wide and 
deep, With$a constantly decreasing current 
until the lake is reached The banks con 
tinue to lower until they become merely a 
marsh through which the river flads its way 
to the lake 
Birch mountains can be seen heavily timber 
ed to the south-west. From the mouths of 
the river the end of the lake has to be crossed 
to reach Chipewyan, which is ou a rocky pro- 
montory extending out fromthe north shore. 
The distance from McMurray is 200 and from 
Edmonton 537 miles. The south shore of 
the lake is reported to be low sandy and an

East of Fond du Lac the lake 
widens somewhat to its eastern end forty 
miles distant, where it receives a large rapid 
river, The shores ef this part of the lake are 
similar to those near Chipewyan,aandy beach 
overgrown with willows and rock in the rear. 
Several small rivers fall into the lake east of 
Fond dn Lac.
